Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 



Claims 1-8, drawn to a throttle valve control arrangement, classified in class 123, 



subclass 399. 



Claim 9, drawn to a throttle posiition sensor arrangement, classified in class 123,
